THE PLAGUE BACILLUS 
A PAYER BY PROFESSOR ELTANATO. 

At the Govarnment: Civil Hospital yos- 
terday afternoon Professor Kitasato, one 
of the eminent Japanene bacteriologtsts now 
in Aongkong etudying the bubonic plague, 
prevented the result of bis investigations in, 
the form of o paper, written in German, 
translated into English by De Gerlach, and 
read by Dr Lowacn, before an assemblage 
of ail tho medical mon of every nationality 
bow ia thie colony. ‘Et must. bo.explained 
that the subject is oue which. needs monthe 
to work up properly, as even the Boi-nee of 
bacteriology is. at preacnt in ita infoncy, | 
compsratively apeaking ; 20 that thia is only 
a bate proliminsry potion. 

“Iu the first place the Professor got blood 
from the plague patients, with which he 
imoculated mice, guines-piga, and rabbits, 


“and in overy caso the result was the same 


—-death, with diatinct bubonic symptoms," 
and bacilli in the blood in large numbers. 
Tha period of incubation: seemed to be 
shortest in the smallest animals, add with 
human beings it eoems to be about four 
daya, though this is by no means’ gertain, 

{There was a cose in Victoria Gaol ap- 
parently net under the Professor's notice, 
where tho time could not have been less 
thon nino days—that is, assuming that the 
pationt must have got the infection before 
his imprisonment. | : 

‘It waa noticed that all kinds of minor 
quadrupeds died after inoculation, bat 
pigeons seem unaffected. Whether this 
may or may not be n olue to the cure we 
cannot say. In every cage of death, the 
same bacilli were found, in larga numbera, 
in the blood, in the internal organs, and in 
the buboitic swellings; avd this kind of 
bacillua {iu the shape of rods with rounded 
ends) is unknown except in this particular 
disease. The Professor's experiments have 
eatablishad beyond any doubt whatever 
that there is the most intimate connection 
betwaen the newly-discovered basgillus and 
the plague. The microbes show under 
the microscope very little movement, 
Their growth is strongest in bluod-serum 
at the normal temperature of the body, 


in which they develyp luxuriantly. The
